Quincy  College  soccer  Hawks  ended  their  1970  season 
with  a  sparkling  12 — 0 — 2  record,  second  place  in  NAIA 
soccer  tournament,  and  sixth  place  in  National  Soccer  Poll. 
1 970  results  raised  Hawks'  seven  year  cumulative  record  to 
74 — 10 — 5,  and  also  marked  third  time  that  Quincy  fin- 
ished regular  season  undefeated. 

Twelve  wins  record  this  year  is  also  the  most  by  any  Quincy 
team  during  a  regular  season.  Included  in  1970  records 
were  8  shutouts  by  goalie  Tom  DiMaria,  who  had  turned  in 
30  in  his  four  year  career. 

Quincy's  success  this  year  was  attributed  to  a  balancing 
scoring  attack,  good  control  of  midfield  play,  and  an  excel- 
lent defense.  Hawks  averaged  3.0  goals  per  game,  while 
allowing  only  .7  goals  per  contest.  Ouincy's  strong-suit 
throughout  the  year  was  teamwork  and  depth,  with  many 
reserves  filling  in  for  starters  who  were  injured.

In  winning  area  tournament  Hawks  further  qualified  to  play  in 
NAIA  National  tournament  held  in  Dunn,  North  Carolina.  In  this 
competition  Quincy  beat  Westmont  of  California,  in  first  game,  by 
a  score  of  3 — 0. 

In  qualifying  for  second  game  Quincy  played  Campbell  College 
from  Dunn,  N.C.,  the  host  school,  and  also  won  again  by  a  score 
of  4 — 1 .  In  the  final  game,  however.  Hawks'  hopes  of  winning  their 
third  national  title  were  snuffed  out  by  Davis  &  Elkins,  from  Vir- 
ginia, who  defeated  Hawks  by  a  score  of  2 — 0.

Man  is  a  philosophical  animal — as  Aristotle  inti- 
mates— presumably  also  in  the  Midwest  and  at 
Quincy  College.  That  makes  it  as  contemporary 
as  man  and  as  live  a  concern  as  the  inquisitive 
student  we  encounter. 


For  this  reason  the  Department  "zeroed  in"  on 
the  real,  if  not  immediately  obvious,  need  of 
students  to  philosophize,  rather  than  on  a  mere 
purveyance  of  knowledge  "about"  philosophy. 
In  this  spirit  we  have  completely  recast  curricu- 
lar  offerings  of  the  Department.  A  new  battery 
of  introductory  courses  has  tried  to  encounter 
student  interest  on  varied  levels  and  encourage 
flexibility  of  choice.  For  "majors"  the  upper 
division  courses  invited  a  more  "in-depth" 
study  of  issues  with  firsthand  apprenticeship  to 
great  thinkers  of  the  race.

Dennis  DaIke  had  lowest  earned  run  average  for 
season,  2.25,  and  a  no-hitter  against  Iowa  Wesleyan. 
Four  players,  finished  season  with  batting  averages  over  the  .300 
mark,  Marvin  Eversgerd  (.370),  Michael  Keithley  (.355),  Al  Foppe 
(.333)  and  Peter  Thibault  (.305).  Dynamic  duo  of  Al  Foppe  and  Peter 
Thibault  made  up  one  of  the  best  double  play  combinations  in  several 
years.
